On March 11, 2009, Corr Wireless Communications, LLC (Corr) filed a request for review of a
decision by the Universal Service Administrative Corporation (USAC)." Corr contends that USAC’s
decision not to include universal service high-cost support funds disclaimed by ALLTEL and Verizon in
connection with their merger last year in the pool of funds available for distribution under the competitive
eligible telecommunications carrier (ETC) interim cap is incorrect.” Specifically, Corr argues that the
Commission’s actions in the Verizon-Alltel Merger Order and the Interim Cap Order do not indicate that
the fgnding disclaimed by the Verizon-Alltel merger is not to go back into the competitive ETC capped
pool.
